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BASKETBALL  SEASON 
GETS  UNDERWAY 

Coach  Huey  Cranford  and  his 
Demon  Basketball  team  have  be- 
gun a  strenuous  25-game  sched- 
ule for  the  1959-1960  season.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  schedule, 
the  Demons  will  participate  in  the 
Gulf  South  Classic  in  Shreveport 
during  the  Christmas  holidays, 
which  will  mean  an  additional 
three  games  to  be  added  to  their 
contests. 

The  Demons  opened  the  season 
with  Nicholls  State  College,  play- 
ing before  their  first  home  crowd 
on  the  N.  S.  C.  court.  In  this  game 
the  Demons  demonstrated  they 
were  working  as  a  team  without 
any  particular  star,  with  several 
members  of  the  team  scoring  in 
the  double  digits. 

Following  the  opening  game, 
they  embarked  upon  a  rugged  tour 
through  Kentucky  and  Tennes- 
see, meeting  some  of  the  outstand- 
ing small  college  teams  in  the  na- 
tion. As  we  go  to  press,  they  are 
still  on  this  tour. 

The  first  team  played  on  the 
tour  was  Murray  State,  and  the 
Demons  won  that  one  by  the  score 
of  88-86,  coming  from  behind  in 
the  second  half.  Two  late  field 
goals  by  Philip  Haley  and  one  by 
Jimmy  Adkins  gave  the  Demons 
the  victory. 

Four  Demons  scored  in  the  two- 


digit  columns,  with  Gene  Wright 
leading  the  pack  for  a  total  of  28 
points.  He  was  followed  by  Wel- 
don  with  19.  Haley  17,  Skinner 
14.   Stewart   8.   and   Adkins  2. 

The  next  team  played  was  West- 
ern Kentucky's  famous  Hilltop- 
pers,  who  are  coached  bv  Ed  Did- 
dle. Coach  Diddle  is  in  his  3oth 
season  at  W  estern  Kentucky, 
where  his  teams  have  won  693 
games  while  losing  only  245.  \S  ith 
four  of  five  regular  starters  from 
last  season  on  his  team,  the  De- 
mons could  not  measure  up  either 
in  height  or  shooting  abilitv  and 
went  down  to  de'^eat  to  the  tune 
of  89-60. 

At  Tennessee  Tech.  t'le  Demons 
were  edged  out  in  a  nip-and-tuck 
affair  bv  the  score  of  84-82,  bring- 
ing their  season  record  to  2  wins 
and  2  losses.  The  game  with  Mid- 
dle Tennessee  State  is  to  be  played 
tonight.  I  Sorry  we  can't  give  you 
the  score.

After  thev  return  home,  the  De- 
mons move  over  to  Marshall, 
Texas,  for  a  game  with  East  Texas 
Baptist  College,  then  meet  Stephen 
F.  Austin  on  the  home  court.  Fol- 
lowing a  game  at  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, the  Demons  meet  David  Lips- 
comb of  Tennessee  to  wind  up  the 
pre-Christmas  season. 

Basketball  experts  have  picked 
Louisiana  Tech  as  the  repeat 
champion  in  the  Gulf  States  Con- 


ference, with  Southwestern  Louisi- 
ana Institute  as  the  probable  run- 
ner-up. Depending  almost  entirely

The  Demons  of  \orthwestern 
closed  the  football  season  with  a 
record  of  four  wins,  five  losses, 
and  one  tie  when  they  dropped 
their  last  two  scheduled  games  to 
Southwestern  and  Southeastern.
